GRANDFATHERS WEDDING. 
A Glimpee of the Past. 


BY Ww. B.D 

In Day's Historical Collections of 
Pennsylvania, published nearly fifty 
years ago, and now out of print, we find 
the following graphic description of some 
of the convival scenes of the pioneers of 
the East, as related by Rev. Joseph Dod- 
ridge, which we transcribe, feeling as 
sured that it will be read with interest 
and pleasure by both the old and the 
oung of the present time 

Por a long time after the first 
settlement of the country, the inhabi 
tants in general married young. There 
was no distinction of rank, and very 
little of fortune. On these accounts 
the first impression of love resulted in 
marriage ; and a family establishment 
cost but a little labor and nothing else. 
A description of a wedding from the be- 
ginning to the end will serve to show the 
manners of our forefathers and mark the 
grade of civilization which has succeeded 
to their rude state of society in the 
course of a few years. At an early 
period, the practice of celebrating the 
marriage at the house of the bride began, 
and it sbould seem, with great pro- 
priety She also bas the choice of the 
priest to perform the ceremony. 

A wedding engaged the attention of 
the whole neighborhood; and the frolic 
was anticipated by old aod young with 
eager expectaiion. This is not to be 
wondered at when it is told that a wed- 








ding was almost the only gathering | 
which was not only accompamed with 
the labor of reaping, log-t og, build 


ing a cabin, and planning some scout o7 
campaign.
